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BRAZIL WILL MANUFACTURE FARM TRACTORS 


Brazilian Airplane Motor Factory Is Authorized to Begin Initial Order of 10,000 
in Big Agricultural Development Program 


The Provisional President of Brazil has just signed 
a decree-law (Number 8,693) authorizing the Brazil- 
ian Government Airplane Motor Factory of Rio de 
Janeiro to manufacture 10,000 farm tractors for the 
Ministry of Agriculture, it was learned today by the 
Brazilian Government Trade Bureau. This order is 
said to be the first of more to follow in connection with 
an extensive program for the development of farms 
throughout the country. 

The tractors will come off the assembly line at the 
rate of 2,000 per year, over a five-year period. Produc- 
tion will start by the assembling of parts imported 
from the United States. Simultaneously, the company 
will begin construction of a machine shop and other 
departments required to manufacture the tractors and 
engines within the country. 

As time goes on, more and more parts will be made 
in Brazil, and eventually the entire unit will be pro- 
duced there, with the exception of certain accessories. 

The first tractor, made of imported parts, will prob- 
ably be ready in September, 1946, but about three 
years will be required before tractors can be produced 
almost entirely with Brazil-made engines and parts. 

Representatives of the airplane factory commission 
in the United States are now making arrangements 
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with American tractor makers to purchase licenses 
for the manufacture of tractors in Brazil. 

According to General Antonio Guedes Muniz, 
Director of the Brazilian Government Airplane Motor 
Factory, American engineers will supplement native 
technicians during the manufacture of the tractors, 
in the same way as they now do in the production of 
airplane engines for the same company. 


A Pioneer Measure 

This experiment, the first of its size and scope ever 
to be undertaken by Brazil, in the field of farm ma- 
chinery, is expected to reduce the unit cost of tractors 
and bring them within the price-range reach of many 
persons who hitherto could not afford them. The 
Government will assist buyers by a finance plan pro- 
viding for payments on convenient terms. 

The Ministry of Agriculture is now conducting a 
nationwide survey to determine what sections of the 
country are best suited to mechanical cultivation by 
tractors. It also plans to provide technical instruction 
in the use of farm machinery and implements as well 
as the best use of fertilizer on crops. 


Becomes Private Company 

The National Motor Factory, as it is known in 
Brazil, is now a private instead of a government enter- 
prise by virtue of a recent decree-law which author- 
izes its incorporation with a capital of Cr$400,000,000 
(US$20,000,000), consisting of 1,500,000 common 
shares and 500,000 preferred shares, all of Cr$200 
(US$10.00) each. The Government is represented by 
an investment of Cr$175,000,000 (US$8,.750,000) in 
goods and property which includes the land and in- 
stallations of the factory. Through this incorporation 
it receives 875,000 common shares. The remainder of 
the shares will be offered for public subscription and 
those left unsold will be bought by the National 
Treasury. 

Under the terms of the same law, the National 
Motor Factory, Inc. (Fabrica Nacional de Motores, 
S. A.) will enjoy exemption of import duties on all 
machinery and equipment purchased abroad. It will 
also enjoy exemption of municipal, state and federal 
taxes, including the income tax over a ten-year period. 
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BRAZIL’S 1946 BUDGET 
IS ANNOUNCED 


Regular expenditures of the Brazilian Government 
for 1946 are budgeted at Cr$9,281,789,488 ($464,089,- 
488), and revenue at Cr$10,010,148,000 ($500.507,- 
400). according to a decree-law just signed by the 
Provisional President of the Republic. The budget 
therefore shows a surplus of Cr8728,358,232 ($36,417,- 
912).

Comparison with 1945 

Estimated expenditures for 1946 represent an in- 
crease of Cr$1,076,491,957 ($53,824,598) over the 
1945 estimated expenditures which totalled Cr$8,205,- 
297,811 ($410,264,891). Estimated revenue for 1946 
is Cr$1,777,749,000 ($88,887,450) more than estimated 
revenue for 1945, which amounted to Cr$8,232,399,000 
($411,619,950) .

IMPORT LICENSES GRANTED 
TOTAL OVER 98 PERCENT 


More than 98 percent of applications made for 
import licenses were granted by the Export and In- 
port Department of the Banco do Brasil between 
February and November, 1945, according to a state- 
ment in the Jornal do Comercio of Rio by Oswaldo 
Benjamin de Azevedo, representative of commerce in 
the Commission for the Study of Imports. 

Mr. Azevedo says that the value of the licenses 
granted totalled 3,691 million cruzeiros ($19,550,000) , 
as compared with 50 million cruzeiros ($2,500,000) 
for the licenses refused. 

Two-thirds of the rejected licenses failed to meet 
requirements for certificates attesting their efficiency 
and showing that the equipment was in good working 
order. 

About 25 percent of the applications for import 
licenses were for machinery and accessory equipment, 
and 75 percent were for raw materials and various 
other products. 

Railroad equipment accounted for 45 percent of the 
applications for machinery and accessory equipment, 
with textile machinery at 27 percent, metal-working 
apparatus, 9 percent, and hydroelectric installations 
at 8 percent. 

These figures, says Mr. Azevedo, give a general idea 
of the type of goods imported. Their purchase, he says, 
will benefit the nation’s economy as soon as transpor- 
tation facilities improve and Brazilian industries are 
equipped with the materials ordered. 

Import license regulations were established by the 
government on January 23, 1944. With the exception 
of rubber goods, enforcement of the system was sus- 
pended on December 29, 1945, pending the prepara- 
tion of a new list of products, as announced in our 
last bulletin.

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MODIFICATIONS IN 


The Provisional President of the Republic signed a Decree- 
law (Number 8,430, Dec. 24, 1945) altering the Income Tax 
Law. as follows: 

Article 1) The article 1, paragraph 3 of article 5, letter 
“e.”” numbers 2 and 1, and paragraph 5 of article 20, article 
26 and paragraph 3, article 44 and the sole paragraph, para- 
graph 1 of article 63, paragraph 3 of article 108, article 133, 
and the letter “a” of article 145 of Decree-law Number 5,844, 
of September 23, 1943, shall be observed, beginning January 
1, 1946, reading as follows: Art. 1°. All persons domiciled or 
living in Brazil, whose annual net income exceeds Cr$24,000 
($1,200) , are subject to income tax, regardless of nationality, 
sex, age or profession. 

Article 5) Paragraph 3—The remuneration set forth in 
letter “ce” of the first line of the first paragraph shall not 
exceed the amount of Cr824,000 per year, when the capital 
of the beneficiary is not above Cr$120,000. If the capital 
exceeds that amount, the remuneration may reach 20 per- 
cent of same, up to maximum limit of Cr860,000 per annum. 

Article 20 “e”) Family taxes, at the rate of Cr$8,000 
($400) per year for the other married partner and of 
Cr&4,000 ($200) for each minor or disabled child or daugh- 
ter, who is unmarried or is a widow without support, shall 
conform with the following regulations: 

I. In the case of couples, whatever the contract they have 
entered into regarding their effects, the man has the right 
to an exemption of Cr$24,000 as set forth in Article 26 and 
the deductions relating to the other spouse and children; 
II. In the event of the dissolution of marriage, resulting from 
separation or annulment, each spouse is also entitled to an 
exemption of Cr$24,000, as set forth in Article 26 and to the 
deductions relating to the children who must be supported, 
also covered by the sole paragraph of Article 327 of the Civil 
Code. 

Paragraph 5—In the case of No. 1, letter “e” of this article, 
it (the amount) shall be calculated as regards the other 
spouse, the complementary tax applying to the amount of 
income up to Cr$30,000 ($1,500) the tax of one percent. 

Article 26) The progressive taxes are as follows:

Paragraph 3—The taxes appearing in the above schedule, 
starting with Cr$200,000 ($10,000) , will be increased by an 
addition upon the income, which must be collected with the 
complementary tax and shall be effective in 1946. 

Article 44) Juridical persons shall pay, on profits realized 
in accordance with this decree-law, the proportional tax of 
6 percent and the additional tax of 2 percent, except private 
organizations, which shall pay, on the same profits, the pro- 
portional tax of 3 percent and the additional tax of 1 per- 
cent, 

Sole Paragraph—The additional taxes which this article 
covers shall be collected with the proportional tax and shall 
he effective in the 1946 fiscal year. 


INCOME TAX LAW 


Article 48) The exemption of Cr$24,000 as set forth in 
Article 26 of the Income Tax Law shall be considered in the 
fiscal year in which the death of the taxpayer occurs. 

Sole Paragraph—In the following years, if the net income 
should be above Cr$24,000, the complementary tax shall be 
calculated by imposing on that portion of income up to 
Cr$30,000 ($1,500), a tax of 1 percent without regard to 
limit of exemption, increasing from then on the progressive 
taxes indicated in Article 26. 

Article 63) This obligation will not apply to physical 
persons unless demanded by fiscal authorities, when the 
amount of gross income does not exceed Cr$24,000 per 
annum. 

Article 108, Paragraph 3) No information will be given 
covering paid income, except in the case of interest, divi- 
dends, profits and rentals, when the respective amounts do 
not exceed Cr#24,000, as long as the persons who received 
them have not derived income from other sources. 

Article 133) The Federal, state and municipal paying 
offices, the state-controlled entities and of mixed economy, 
shall not pay salaries, after April 30, to public employees 
and military personnel who receive salaries above Cr$24,000 
per year, unless these persons show receipt of delivery of the 
declaration of income. 

Article 145 “a”) from Cr$50 ($2.50) to Cr%24,000 
($1,200), if the taxpayer, a physical person, demonstrates 
that within the period allowed for explanation that the net 
income was not higher than Cr$24,000; or in the case of 
juridical persons, if it is proved that, within the same period, 
no profit has been realized as set forth by this Decree-law. 

Article 2) All provisions to the contrary are revoked. 


Comments 


Under the old Income Tax Law, persons receiving 
Cr$12,000 were subject to payment of the tax. The new law 
raises this figure to Cr$24,000. The new regulations also 
specify that salaries of persons engaged in private business 
must not exceed Cr$24,000 per annum when the capital of 
the beneficiary is not above Cr$120,000 (86,000), and that 
if the capital exceeds that amount, the salary may total 20 
percent of same, up to a limit of Cr$60,000 ($3,000) per 
annum. The old law specified a salary of Cr$12,000 per 
annum, when the capital of the beneficiary was not above 
Cr860,000, and if the capital exceeded this amount, remu- 
neration up to 20 per cent, up to a maximum of Cr860,000 
per annum, 





COMMISSIONS PAID BY EXPORTERS 
NOT AFFECTED BY TAX LAW 


Decree-law No. 7,855 of August 21, 1945, revises Para- 
graph 2 of Article 97 of the Income Tax Law No. 5,844 of 
September 23, 19438, to read as follows: 

Paragraph 2) The following are excluded from the pro- 
visions of this Article: 

a) commissions paid by exporters of any national products 

to their agents abroad; and 

b) commissions paid by national shipping companies to 

their agents abroad, for services rendered in that 
capacity. 
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BRAZIL’S CHEMICAL 


The rapid industrialization of Brazil, so greatly 
accelerated during the war, has resulted in a sharp in- 
crease in the imports of raw materials for the chemical 
industry as well as exports of drugs, medicines and 
pharmaceutical products. 

Full statistics were not released during the war 
period for security reasons, but according to data just 
received by this office from the Ministry of Labor, 
Industry and Commerce, 1944 imports of the afore- 
mentioned products, principally from the United 
States, amounted to almost twice the volume and 
three times the value of purchases during 1948. 

Exports of chemical products from Brazil during 
1944 registered an increase of about two-thirds over 
1943, showing that Brazil produced more than encugh 
of certain chemical supplies to send larger quantities 
abroad than ever before in her history. 

The following table shows exports and imports of 
drugs, medicines and pharmaceutical preparations 
from 1940 to 1944:

Reliable estimates reveal that the chemical industry 
in Brazil showed a rise in value of nearly 40% from 
1938 to 1943, having jumped from $87,700,000 to 
$105,000,000, during that period. 

This increase is all the more notable when one con- 
siders that prior to the war practically all of Brazil’s 
chemicals and pharmaceuticals came from Germany. 

According to Jayme Sta. Rosa, editor of Revista de 
Quimica Industrial of Rio de Janeiro, Brazil entered 
the chemical industry without the accumulated ex- 
perience she enjoys, for example, in the sugar and 
textile industry. Her early efforts, he points out, were 
handicapped by the lack of trained personnel, as 
well as a scarcity of funds for intensive research. 


Chemical Manufacture 

Today many companies throughout Brazil, and par- 
ticularly in Sao Paulo, the nation’s big industrial 
center, are engaged in the manufacture of chemicals. 
There is not space here for a complete list, but some 
of the more outstanding firms include: 

S. A. Industrias Reunidas F. Matarazzo, of Sao 
Paulo. This company, which utilizes its output mainly 
for the production of viscose rayon, transparent paper 
similar to cellophane, and sulphuric acid, is the largest 
of the Brazilian companies operating in the chemical 


field. 


INDUSTRY ADVANCES 


Cia. Quimica Rhodia Brasileira, with factories in 
Santo André, near the city of Sao Paulo, produces 
acetic acid, acetic anhydride and acetone in large 
quantities. It also produces cellulose acetate, inorganic 
acids and a large number of other chemicals. 

Many plans are under way, particularly in Sao 
Paulo, for the establishment of plants for the purifica- 
tion of benzol, toluol, napthalene and allied products 
from coal tar residues, as well as for the manufacture 
of gasoline, all projects which should receive consider- 
able stimulus now that normal business is restored. 

Potassium chlorate is being manufactured in Sao 
Paulo by the Companhia Eletro Chimica Brasileira 
and by the Sociedade de Fosforos, Ltda. for its own 
use in match making. 

The Industrias Quimicas Brasileiras *Duperial” S. 
A. (a Brazilian merger of the E. I. du Pont de Ne- 
mours & Co., Inc. and Imperial Chemical Industries 
Ltd.) is a progressive concern, with branches through- 
out the country. It is now contemplating the manu- 
facture of Solvay soda at a site not yet selected. It 
will, however, soon build a factory in Sao Paulo for 
the manufacture of caustic soda by electrolysis. 

Industrias Chimicas Reunidas Orquima, S. A. of 
Sao Paulo, is now producing theobromine, caffeine, 
cocoa butter and refined menthol for export as well 
as a fine line of organic chemicals for domestic use. 
Its research laboratories are making an extensive study 
of native products, in order to produce organic as well 
as inorganic chemicals. 

Theobromine and caffeine production from cocoa 
beans have been initiated by a factory affiliated with 
the Monsanto Chemical Company in the capital of 
the State of Bahia, Brazil’s principal producer of cocoa 
beans. 

The Industria Chimica Iguasst' S. A. is now pro- 
ducing magnesium and calcium sulfate from dolomite 
reserves available in the State of Parana. It is prob- 
able, also, it will enter the production of sulfuric acid, 
from native materials such as iron pyrites, as well as 
nitric, muriatic and phosphoric acid. 

The Companhia Nacional de Alealis, located in the 
port of Cabo Frio, in the State of Rio de Janeiro, is 
ready to manufacture large quantities of caustic soda 
and soda ash. Production of soda ash, when in full 
operation, will average about 25,000 tons per year, 
available for conversion into caustic soda. 

Another caustic soda plant is to be built at Iguapeé, 
in the State of Sao Paulo. 

Brazil’s distilleries, numbering more than 175, are 
reported to be producing an estimated 150 million 
liters of anhydrous alcohol per year, in response to 
the widespread demands by native industry. 

Though the manufacture of plastics in Brazil is still 
in its infancy, the outlook for development is said to 
be good, particularly for the output of insulating com- 
pounds and thermoplastic materials. 
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Chemical Equipment Manufacturers 


The Maquinas Piratininga S. A. of Sao Paulo, plans 
and builds machines, apparatus and equipment for 
the chemical industry. 

Among several prominent firms in Rio de Janeiro 
are the Skoda Brasileira S.A. and the Cia. Metalurgica 
e Construtora S. A., which also makes chemical equip- 
ment. 

Smaller firms throughout the country make distil- 
lation machinery and other equipment for the extrac- 
tion of chemicals from wood and other materials. 


Chemical Laboratories 


There are more than 500 chemical laboratories 
throughout Brazil, producing medicinal preparations 
for the domestic market. (Anyone interested in a list 
of such laboratories may obtain it from the Brazilian 
Government Trade Bureau.) 

Completion of the Volta Redonda Steel Plant near 
Rio de Janeiro this year will provide Brazil for the 
first time in her history with such valuable by-prod- 
ucts as coal-tar ingredients, to be used not only by the 
chemical industry but also in the manufacture of ex- 
plosives and other industrial items. Such domestic 
products will supplement the flow of imports from the 
United States and other countries, of roofing tars, 
benzol, xylol, ammonium sulfate and naptha solvents. 

The nation’s requirements for sodium phosphate 
and calcium carbide are largely being met by domestic 
production, though there is still need for imported 
products. 

Paint and varnish manufacture has increased to 
such an extent that imports are now largely limited to 
the high-grade items, such as automobile lacquers 
and oil paints. 

Domestic printing ink production is now able to 
take care of most native requirements, though some 
inks, such as those for printing on cellophane, metal 
and other special printing and lithographic work are 
still bought from abroad. 

Chemical fertilizers, which were not adopted by 
Brazilian planters and farmers until about 15 years 
ago, have now become part of the equipment of the 
nation’s agriculture. Imports and domestic produc- 
tion should receive renewed impetus now that more 
amounts become increasingly available. 

Production of pyrethrum insecticide from flowers of 
the same name is well developed. 

The widespread increase in purchasing power of 
Brazil's people is already making itself felt through 
a rising demand for perfumes, facial creams, soaps and 
other toilet preparations. This demand is a challenge 
to foreign concerns able to offer the public prepara- 
tions which are not duplicated on the domestic market. 


Opportunity for Foreign Cooperation 


This industry offers one of the most profitable fields 
for the investment of foreign capital, as is indicated 
by the number of companies of a foreign and mixed 
character operating in Brazil. However, resources of

Is Not a Private Firm 

The Associagio Comercial de Porto Alegre, 
Rio Grande do Sul, Brazil, advises this office that 
it is glad to put American firms in contact with 
Brazilian companies in its capacity as a chamber 
of commerce. 

However, it wishes to emphasize that it is not 
engaged in private business itself, as has been 
erroneously supposed by certain American com- 
panies. 











Brazil and the demand for chemical products are so 
large that there is room for more firms of this type. 

There is also an opportunity for foreign technicians, 
particularly in the engineering and chemical field, the 
organization of building plans, assembly and operation 
of equipment, analysis of raw materials, by-products 
and waste, and the reduction of fuel and _ electric 
power costs. 

In certain cases, ready-made equipment for plants 
might be imported from the United States and prop- 
erly assembled in Brazil by Brazilian and American 
engineers. 

Retail consumption of pharmaceuticals, including 
biologicals, in Brazil was recently estimated by Nelson 
S. Knaggs, Director of Foreign Sales of the Hilton- 
Davis Chemical Division of Sterling Drugs, Inc., at 
$42,000,000. He points out that the majority of the 
common medicines are made in the country. However, 
pharmaceutical preparations of various kinds are 
still imported, and offer a splendid opportunity for 
the American producers alive to local needs and re- 
quirements. 

The growing demand for imported sulfa drugs, and 
particularly sulfanilamide, shows no sign of diminish- 
ing and should also provide an interesting field for 
American producers. The need for such drugs will still 
continue to be great, even if the rival drug, penicillin, 
should be imported and sold in competitive amounts. 

Brazil’s vegetable wealth also awaits the transform- 
ing touch and development of the chemical expert and 
engineer, so that such products may be processed or 
semi-processed before being shipped abroad, instead 
of being exported in their raw or native state. Rich 
possibilities await the chemical extraction of such 
vegetable oils as babasst, castor and oiticica on an im- 
portant industrial scale, while the production of the 
essential oils such as rosewood, orange, sassafras, 
menthol, eucalyptus, also offer great prospects for 
future development to enterprising manufacturers, 
either native or foreign. 





TANTALITE BAN LIFTED 


Regulations against the export of tantalite and 
beryllium have been temporarily suspended, according 
to a recent government decree. Such exports were 
banned June 1, 1945.

Visa Requirements for Travel to Brazil 

In view of frequent inquiries from persons desiring 
to go to Brazil at the present time, the Brazilian 
Government Trade Bureau, as well as the Brazilian 
Consulate, wish to point out that until Decree-law 
7,967 of September 18, 1945, concerning immigration 
and colonization, goes into effect, the documents re- 
quired for a permanent visa, temporary visa, and a 
transit visa, are as follows:

1. Passport; 

2. Police certificate of no criminal record; 

3. Two (2) letters from officials of reliable firms 
stating bearer is not harmful to public order, to 
the national security or to the public institution; 

4. Certificate of health (form furnished by the 
Consulate) ;

6. Proof of lawful occupation (not needed for mar-

Banking Houses in Brazil 

The number of banking houses operating in Brazil 
in 1944 was 2,459 compared with 2,181 in 1943, ac- 
cording to the Economic and Financial Statistical 
Service. 

Sao Paulo, with a total of 630 banking houses, 
ranked first at the end of 1944. Minas Gerais was 
next with 536, followed by Rio Grande do Sul with 
$29, and the Federal District with 262.

U.S. May Buy Brazilian Bulls 

Reports that Brazilian bulls of the Zebu, or Brah- 
man humped type, may be sent to the United States 
to be crossed with American cattle, have aroused great 
interest among local breeders, according to the Folha 
da Manha of Sao Paulo. 

The newspaper states that one Brazilian breeder has 
1,000 two-year old, pureblooded Zebu bulls ready for 
shipment and is willing to sign an agreement to fur- 
nish 30,000 of such bulls annually to the United 
States. 

Zebu cattle have been successfully crossed with 
Hereford, Devon and other American types in Texas, 
New Mexico, and Arizona to improve weight and size, 
particularly for meat production. They adapt them- 
selves with comparative ease to this section of the 
United States. 

Brahman cattle were first introduced into Brazil 
about 50 years ago. They readily acclimated them- 
selves, so that many districts of Brazil contain this 
tvpe almost exclusively or mixed with other breeds, 
including the “Crioulo” which are descendants of 
stovk from Portugal.
